of any Free-Farme Rent, other Rent, ſummes- of Money , or 
Annuiries as aforeſaid , are hereby dire&ed-and authoriz:d to 
pay them proportionably, according to the Rates and Aﬀeſſe- 
ments, by this Ordinance appointed and ordained. And all ſuch 
Tenants ſhall be hereby ſaved and kept harmleſſe by authority 
of both houſes of Pai Jiament, from any further payment of ſuch 
proportion of any fuch Rent, Rents, ſums or annuities, either 
to the Exchequer, to the Committee of the Revenue, to the 
Court of Wards, or to any other perſon or perſons, to whom 
any ſuch Rent, Rents, Payments, 2m of Money, or annuities, 
as aforeſaid, ſhall, or ought te be paid, to all intents and pur- 
poſes whatſoever, as fully, and as amply, as if they had paid che

And it is further ordained; That: if any perſon or perſons,

And beir further Ordained by the faid Lords and Com- 
mons, Thar if any perſon or perſons ſhall wilfully negleR or re- 
fuſe to performe his Duty 1n the due and ſpeedy execution of this 
preſent Ordinance ; the ſaid reſpetive Commirrees, or any five 
or more of them, have hereby power to impoſe upon ſuch per- 
ſon or perſons, ſo refuling or negleRing their Duties , ſuch 
Fine or Fines , astothem ſhall be chought fir, and cauſe the 
ſame to be levied by diſtrefſe and ſale of Goods, in manner 
and forme aforeſaid. Provided, That no Fine, to be impoſed 


| by any of the ſaid Commirtees , ſhall for any one offence ex- 


ceed the ſumme oftwenty pounds,. to be paid for tl e For- 
ces raiſed by vertue of this Ordinance + And that no Fine 
to be impoſed upon any aſſeſſour, celletour, or other per- 
fon, to be employed by the ſaid Commirtees in the ſaid Service, 
ſhall for any offence exceed the ſumme of fourty ſhillings ; And 
that no Priviledged Place or Perſon within the cities, counties, 
and places aforeſaid fhall be exempred from the faid Aﬀeſſements 
and Taxes. 

And be it further ordained , Thar the faid ſeverall and 
reſpetive Commitrees , and. every of them ,, ſhall from 
time to time give. a true and perfeRt account of all their Do- 
ings and Pre ccedings in tke exccution of this Ordinance, to 
the two Houſes of Parliament, or to ſuch perſons as they ſhall 
appoint,

Provided alwayes, That fuch Rates and Afſefſements that 
ſhall be made by yertue of this Ordinance upon any Peers, 
Members, Affitants, or Attendants upon either of the Houſes 
of Parliamenc,for any Rate or Tax made within theCities ofL ov- 
don and Weſtminſter, or Lines of Communication, ſhall, before 
the ſame be levied, be preſenred ro the reſpeRive Houſes where 
any Peer, Members, Afſiftants or Atrendants ſhall be concerned 
therein reſpeRivcly, and by ſuch reſpeRtive Houſe allowed and 
approved of; any thing in this Ordinance to the contrary not»
